To tlm Editor of the Bethel News: 

In a shattered, bound volume of the 
Portland Transcript, presented me sev 
crnJ months since, X formd under date 
Of June 24, 1S4% a poem with a heading 
as above quoted, "Written for the 
Portland Transcript," signed "Caro¬ 
line, 5 * and purporting to have come 
from Machias. I made & clipping and 
sent it to George p. Talbot, Esq., an 
alumnus of the class of 1337, Bowdoin 
College, who was horn in that town, 
and is now, I ■think, the oldest living: 
lawyer of Cumberland bar, who prompt¬ 
ly returned it with, tho statement that 
while he enjoyed the reading and ad¬ 
mired the sentiment, he was constrained 
to say the description did not apply to 
his town and he never heard the name 
ns a poet. 

I remember of having heard fifty 
years since, the name while in Bethel, 
and now find in Dr. Win. B. Lapliam's 
history of the town, published in 1891, 
an allusion, which I will here quote, 
as follows; 

"A ride from Bethel Hill to Mount 
Abram, in Greenwood, is worth the 
While. The route may be made’Over 
Paradise hill, or hy the way of Locke’s 
Mills* If hy the former, fine forest 
views may bo seen on the way, Howe 
Hill is reached With a carriage, but 
from this point the ascent must bo 
made on foot. The view from the sum. 
mit is very fine. In the vicinity is a 
cave where ice remains all the year 
round, and parties have frequently en¬ 
joyed the luxury of an iced drink in 
midsummer. By the side of Twitchell 
Pond toward Greenwood city, is an 
overhanging cliff Several hundreds of 
feet high, the road passing between the 
base of the cliff and the pond, These 
places are not in Bethel, but the roa(L 
which leads to them is, for much of the 
way/' 

Of such places the seekers of the 
queer, the: noble, the grand in nature 
delight to learn, and when informed 
find delight in seeing. Bethel » has 
many such'which are partly if not 
Wholly eclipsed by the turning of pub¬ 
lic attention in other directions to ob¬ 
jects and scenes not half so charming 
and instructive. Let the story of two 
decades ago, the same "old, old story" 
be told again widely in print and 
an influx of visitors may be expected.
